BAS HE Earl, from his Infancy, w 
educated and brought up in the 
2&2, Principles of the Eſtabliſhed Church 
522 of Scotland, to which he always 
afered till his late Misfortune; inſomuch that 
he has, upon ſeveral Occaſions, received the 
Thanks of the General Aſſembly of that Church, 
for the {ubſtantial Proofs he yave, from Time 
to Time, of his fincere Attachment to their In$ 
treſt, 


The Earl intermarried in a Family, whoſe 
Zeal and Aﬀettion to the preſent Re Fami- - 
ly was warm and remarkable upon all Qccaſtons 


and particuarly, during the Rebellion in the 
Year 1715, many of them uſed their utmoſt 


"Efforts in Support of this happy Conſtitution ; 


none of them were neutral, or joined in that 
Rebellion ; and they acted the ſame Part in the 


preſent Rebellion, to the utmoſt of their Pow- 
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| The Earl has Iffue 'f this Marriage Nine 
Children, and his Wife is now with Child ; 
and theſe have been brought up ſtrictly in the 
ſame Principles: And as to'his eldeſt Son, he 


imbibed thoſe Principles from his Parents, od 
from three ſucceſſive, Preceptors, who are all 


now Miniſters of the Church of Scotland, under 
the Eye of Mr, Dundas his Uncle, who had 


the Honour to ſerve his late Majeſty as his Ad- 


vocate for Scotland, and was appointed by his 
preſent Majeſty one of the Judges of the ſup- 
reme Court there. 
Soon after the breaking out of this Rebellion, 
when his Majeſty's Troops, under the Com- 
mand of Sir Yohn Cope, arrived at Inverneſs, 
in the Endot Auguſt laſt, the Earl immediate- 
ly waited upon him, and, agreeable to his Prin- 
ciples and .Inclinatians, as well as Duty, made 
a Tender of a}l his Power and Influence in {up- 
preſſing this Rebellion ; but, to his great Miſ- 


fortune at this Day, ſuch Afhiſtance was not 
F. then judged neceflary. | 


After the Action at Preſton Pans, when 
Commiſſions were iflued for raiſing ladependent 
Companies, under the Direction of Mr. Forves, 
Prefident of the Court of Seſſion in Scotland, 


"Application was miade for a Company for his 


.Son the Lord M*<Leod; and as he had Reaſon to 
hope tor Succeſs, he directed the Gentlemen, 
-whom he intended to be Subalterns in the Compa- 
_ Dy, to levy the Men ; and the Levies went on ac- 
cordingly ;

cordingly ; and the Earl's Zeai for the preſent 
Government, continued unſhaken until this 
Period: And for this he appeals to Sir Fohn 
Cope, Mr. Forbes, and to the Atteſtations of 
eight Presbyterian Miniſters, in the Hands of his 
_ Grace the Duke of Newcaſtle. 

But when it was known' that the Subalterns 
in Lord M*Lleod's Company were to be named 
by the Lord Fortroſe, and the Subalterns that 
the Earl had in view were diſappointed, he was 
immediately beſet by deſigning Men, and- they 
uſed all their Art and Cunning upon the Earl, 
to ſeduce him from his Duty ; but no Reaſon 

|  _ Whatſoeyer could have had this Effet, if he had 

| not-been intoxicated with Liquor ; and he no 
ſooner recovered his Underſtanding, but he re- 
flefted with Horror upon what he had done ; 
and for this he appeals to Mr Brodze, Lord Ly- 
on's Declaration, in the Hands of the Duke of 
Newcaſtle, and to the Knowledge of the other 
Members of both Houſes of Parliament in the 
Earl's Neighbourhood, © f 

This unhappy Lord, ſoon after engaging in 
this Rebellion, went to Perth, and continued 
there a Month, intirely in a private Capacity ; 

for he aſſiſted at none of the Reviews of the 
Rebels, mounted none of their Guards, bore 
no Arms, iſſued no Orders, but employed his 
Time chicfly in the Company of his Majeſty's 
Officers, who were Priſoners there, and labou- 
red Night and Day to procure them all Manner -* 
_ of Indulgences; and the only Uſe he made of” 
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Captivity eaſy, in which he was fortunate e- 
nou to ſucceed in moſt Caſes; and he appeals 
to thoſe Gentlemen in this Reſpect. 

He did indeed, afterwards, accept of a Com» 
mand to levy the Cefs, Exciſe, and other Con- 


tributions in the Shires of Fife and Kinro/s, to. 


the Amount of 13000 /, but he preſerved ſuch 
Diſcipline among the Soldiers under his Com- 
| «9; Y | that though he intimated his Orders, 
pon Pain of military Execution, agrecable to 
the Terms in which they were delivered to him, 
yet he ayaided all Methods of enforcing them, 
and returned without levying one Shilling, which 
_ In a great Meaſure, faved his Majeſty's faithful 
Subjects from thoſe ExaCtions ; and during his 
Stay in thoſe Countries, the Inhabitants were 
uninjured in their Perſons, and protected in their 
Properties; and, he gave up that Command, that 
he might not be an Actor in, or a Witneſs to 
Severities: which he then thought to be NG. 
able ; and for this he appeals to Certificates from 
Peers and Commoners of Fife and arg, in 
the Duke of Newca/le's Hands. 
Upon his Return from this mand he 


went, attended only by his own Domeſticks, 


to a Gentleman's Houle, ' where he reſided for 
ſome Time in a private Way, without Com- 
' mand or Commiſſion, and without taking u

When the Name of his Royal Highneſs the 
DuKk E, obliged the Rebel Army to march 
North, he continued Without any Command. 
When he arrived at I:verneſs, a Command 


' was again impoſed upon him, to repair to the 


Counties of Ros and Sutherland, and there to 
raiſe all the Men in that Country in Arms, levy 
large Sums of Money by Contribution, and 
large Quantities of Meal; and with ſtrict Orders, 
that in Caſe thoſe Demands were not complied 
with, to uſe all Manner of Military Execution, - 


by burning Houſes, deſtroying Cattle, and other: 


Severities : But ſo averſe was he to theſe, Mey». 
thods of Violence, that he levied no Men'in®**- # 
thoſe Parts, and even his own Tenants in that 
Neighbourhood continued peaceable at Home ; 


| and healſo granted Protections to all who asked 


them, and he ſupported his ProteQtions by Par-

Jutary, as they prevented the full Execution of | 
them, by thoſe who were ſent in this Place, | 
At the ſame Time his Houſe was a Sanctury | 
to the Effeds of his Majeſty's Loyal Subjects, 
and particularly of thoſe imployed th his Majef- 
ty's Service under Lord Loudoun. 
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
